To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

There  were  24  Easton  pupils  attending  school  last 
year  at  Franconia.  The  number  classified  by  rooms 
was  as  follows :  Grades  1-3,  7  pupils ;  Grades  4-6,  7 
pupils;  Grades  7-8,  4  pupils;  High  School,  6  pupils. 
There  were  3  Easton  pupils  at  Sugar  Hill, 

There  are  28  pupils  attending  school  this  year. 
Four  are  attending  at  Sugar  Hill.  Twenty-four  are 
enrolled  at  Franconia  in  the  elementary  school  and 
7  in  the  high  school.  Thelma  Leighton  completed 
the  elementary  school  and  entered  the  high  school. 
Anna  Darvid  and  Helen  Davis  achieved  perfect  rec- 
ords of  attendance,  not  being  absent  or  tardy  for 
the  entire  school  year.  Anna  had  perfect  attendance 
last  year  also.  The  general  attendance  of  all  Easton 
children  has  been  good. 

Norma  Lang  won  the  Elizabeth  Taylor  Dow  prize 
speaking  contest. 

We  have  had  to  transport  5  pupils  from  Wildwood 
this  year.  This  has  increased  our  school  expense. 
We  have  been  fortunate  to  obtain  transportation  at 
a   very   reasonable   rate. 

More  Easton  pupils  now  attend  high  school.  This 
is  an  added  expense  but  reflects  favorably  on  the 
educational  opportunities  offered  by  the  town  of 
Easton.
